The number of vehicles 
detrained was not known but there were so many that 
they had required the loading capacity of several 
trains. Troops seen with the vehicles wore epaulets 
of various types, including red and crimson ones,, 
There were numerous officers..

About 10 rail-type rocket launchers on self-propelled 
mounts and some radio trucks ‘were seen on railroad

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5„ Some trucks had wooden spare wheels, 45 to 
50 cm wide, with metal hub and six or seven 
rows of pointed, three-cornered teeth on the 
bearing surface.. The spare wheels were pre- 
sumably used on rough terrain.
